FORAKER BEGINS 
WAR ON “BOSSES.” 


Ohio Senator Defies Roosevelt 
and Taft in Speech Be- 
fore Canton Board 


of Trade. 


DEFENDS HIS OWN ACTS. 


Tells Why He Opposed President 
on Stateliood, Rate Bill, 
and the Browns- 
ville Affair. 


Canton, O., April 10.—[Special.]—Senator 
Foraker made it clear tonight that he was 
ready to enter any kind of a contest which 
Secretary Taft of President Roosevelt may 
force upon him in the coming campaign. He 
declared: 

“I will net submit to the dictation, or 
threats, or menaces of any kind, of any boss, 
big or little, inside the state or outside of it 
Neither will I acquiesce without protest in 
what I do not approve, no matter by whom 
it may be proposed.’’ 

This was the climax of Senator Foraker’s 
address before the Canton board of trade. 
It came after the senator had reviewed at 
great length his relations to President Roose- 
velt. 

Aims at White House. 

The Ohio-senator aimed his speech direct- 
ly at the White house. He did not mince 
words. He was not abusive, but he showed 
in almost every sentence he uttered that he 
resented what he declared was President 
Roosevelt’s interference not only with les- 
islation by congress but in the next national 
campaign. 

Senator Foraker explained his own posi- 
tion at length. He explained so much that 
jt almost seemed he was speaking in seif- 
defense. 

He denied that. he had been a persistent 
opponent of Roosevelt policies. He pointed 
to the fact that he had supported every act 
Roosevelt was interested in but three—the 
Arizona-New Mexico statehood bill, the Hep- 
burn rate bill, and the Brownsville affair. 


Claims Triple Vindication. 

He explained his position on these three 
measures at length. He claimed he had 
been vindicated by the vote of the people of 
the territories of Arizona and New Mexico 
against joint statehood. 

He opposed ‘the rate bill because in his 
judgment it was unconstitutional. He show- 
ed that every prosecution of the beef and 
other trusts, the railroads, and the Standard 
Oil company had been brought under the 
Elkins law, not under the Hepburn law. 

As to the Brownsville affair he declared 
his controversy with the president to be 
one of constitutional right against constitu- 
tional power. He declared it monstrous 
that soldiers who had servéd théir cotntry 
so faithfully for so many years should be 
deprived of their rights without a day in 
court. He declared further that he did not 
believe a soldier of the Twenty-fifth bat- 
talion fired a shot in Brownsville on that 
unhappy night. ° 


First.Gun in His Campaign. 

Senator Foraker’s speech is regarded by his 
friends as the opening gun of his own cam- 
paign. His friends had flooded the town with 
his lithogrephs and every man and woman 
who heard him speak at the Auditorium was 
given a copy of the senator's picture. 

The senator had been asked not to make 
a partisan speech, and, in fact, the subject of 
his address had been announced as “ Civic 
Pride." The senator, therefore, did not make 
@ partisan speech in the ordinary sense of the 
word. ’ 
What the Senator Said. 


The senator brought President Roosevelt | 


to the front at the outset of his speech. He 
said: 

“In a Washington dispatch published in 
the Cincinnati Times-Star I find the fol- 
lowing: 

“* President Roosevelt has drawn a “ dead 
line ’’ for Senator Foraker. ‘‘ Thus far, but 
no farther,’’ is the warning. It applies to 
the senator’s forthcoming speeches in Ohio. 
If he goes beyond the line drawn, if he at- 
tacks President Roosevelt, President Roose- 
vyelt will be heard from in no uncertain tones.' 

“* The wicked flee when no man pursueth.’ 
I have not forecasted the character of any 
speeches I am intending to make, and if I 
had it would seem incredible to the average 
mind that such a story could be anything 
more than a mischiefmaking pipe dream of 
an overambitious correspondent. 


His Respects to Roosevelt. 

“That the president of the United States 
should become personally engaged in a polit- 
ical contest to determine his successor is 
without precedent, unlegs it be the bad prece- 
dent set by Andrew Jackson as to Martin 
Van Buren. 

“ That he would enter upon such a struggle 
with a declaration that he is to set limitations 
upon the freedom of speech of those who may 
differ from him, and that they are to dis- 
regard those limitations at their peril, is 
without precedent even in the cage of Jack- 
son and is so inconsistent with the dignity of 
his high office and the proprieties always to 
be observed that I feel it a duty toward the 
president himself to enter for him, on my 
own motion, a disclaimer of all responsibility 
for such a publication. 

“The time has not yet come, and nobody 
knows that better than the president himself, 
when ‘ deadlines’ can be drawn in debate for 
anybody to observe; nor has the time come 
when any real man would respect them if 
they were drawn. 

“So far as I personally am concerned J 
shall always speak with malice toward none, 
but according to my convictions, whenever 
and wherever I may have occasion to speak 
at all.” 

That Wall Street “‘Trust.”’ 

Mr. Foraker characterized as a “sort of 
companion piece’’ a published statement of 
the president tq his friends in which he has 
named as m of the combination to do 
him up for his attitude toward Wali street, 
BE. H. Harriman, J. B. Foraker, and John 
D. Rockefeller. . 

He denied any knowledge of the so-calied 
$5,000,000 conspiracy. He said he never saw 
John D. Rockefeller but once in his life and 
that wae twenty years ago. He had seen 
E. H. Hargiman three times, twice at the 
White house and once at a dinner. He con- 
tinued: 

** But these stories are but samples of many 
others, all of which taken together seem to 
have for their object the dissemination of the 
idea that I am at war with the policies of 
President Roosevelt. 

“No man ever ocoupied the White house 
who has been identified with so mang iegis- 
lative measures as President Roosevelt.

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TRIES SUICIDE IN THEATER. 


Wealthy Pittsburg Man Shoots, 


Self While Audience Looks On. 


HAD SMOKY CITY PARANOIA. 


Brooded Over Thaw Trial and Frick 
Millions Until He Was Insane. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 10.—[Special.]—Rob- 


ert M. Crow, scion of a wealthy family and 


only 22 years old, shot himself this after- 
noon while in a box atthe Grand opera house 
matinée in full view of the audience. The 
doctors say he will die. 

Crow's relatives claim he was insane and 
that his malady was “ Pittsburg paranoia.” 

“For some time,” said his uncle, H. C, 
McEldowney, president of the Union Trust 
company, “he has imagined that he was a 
failure in life because he had not already 
amassed a vast fortune in the two years 
since he has been out of school. He seemed 
to think that he could become a Carnegie or 
a Frick in a day. : 

“The Thaw trial also had a great dea! to 
do with his mental dérangement. At the 
beginning of the trial he began studying the 
different forms’of insanity as they were men- 
tioned at the trial, frequently sitting up all 
night reading books on the subject. He 6er- 
tainly was insane.” 


Married Only a Year. 

Crow lived with hig bride of a year and 
his widowed mother in @ magnificent resi- 
dence at 326 Braddock avenue, Hast End, 
and did not have a real care or worry in the 
world. 

A few weeks ago he began to show signs of 
mental derangement and was sent awaytoa 
sanitarium, but showed such improvement 
that he was brought home a week ago. 

This afternoon he went to the Grand opera 
house, where he secured a stage box. Taking 
hig seat at the beginning of the performance, 
he wrote a letter which he sent by messénger 
to his uncle, Attorney H. C. McBidowney, 
seying he intended to kill himself. 


Shoots as Ethel Levey Sings. 

Miss Ethel Levey began to sing her ‘‘ Un- 
requited Love”’ song. Crow stood up in the 
box and began to load a revolver, which he 
drew from his overcoat pocket. 

The spotlight turned on Miss Levey was the 
only light in the theater, and Crow's action 
was not noticed. But when Miss Levey began 
the chorus of her song the house was flooded 
with light, which revealed Crow standing in 
the box, the revolver pointed at his body. 

With a scream Miss Levey threw her hands 
over her face and fied from the stage just as 
the report of the pistol shot was heard. With 
the smoking weapon in his hand Crow fell 
half over the railing of the box. 


Audience in Wild Confusion. 

In an instant the audience was thrown into 
wild confusion. Women who had witnessed 
the deed fainted, whilé others began scream- 
ing hysterically. The attachés of the house 
did everything to quiet the audience, while 
several men rushed to the aid of young Crow. 
Among the latter was Dr. A. BE. Abbate of 
the West Penn hospital staf. 

The wounded man was carried out hurried- 
ly through the stage entrance of the theater 
and placed in the Homeopathic hospital am- 
bulance, which had been summoned quickly. 

In the crowd that gathered about the am- 
bulance was Attorney McEldowney. He had 
burried from his office after receiving the 
warning letter from his nephew, and was on 
his way to the police station to have a gen- 
eral order issued for the arrest of the young 
man ip an effort to prevent him from carry~ 
ing out his threat,

Canton, O., April 10.—[Special. ]—Her nerv- 
ous Strength overtaxed by a vehement appeal 
to 8,000 Cantonians following the dedication 
of a new Salvation army citadel, Commander 
Eva Booth became seriously ill in this city. 
Her condition for a time was considered 
Gangerous. Canton physicians were at her 
bedside for a greater part of the night. Re- 
current vomiting spells aggravated Miss 
Booth’s collapse. Later improvement was so 
gradual as to lead Miss Booth’s physicians to 
request her not to attempt to leave Canton 
as early as she had planned. Her illness 
compelled her to abandon a call upon Mrs. 
McKinley, which she says she will return to 
Canton expressly to make. 

Into her address Miss Booth had thrown 
seemingly all her powers of body and soul. 
In a previous address in Canton a year and 
a half ago Miss Booth felt she had failed to do 
herself justice. Upon her arrival to assist 
in the citadel dedication she said to the local 
officer of the army: ‘‘ I mean to retrieve the 
miserable failure I made when here before.” 

From her opening words Miss Booth spoke 
with unusual force. Often her voice broke 
with the pathos of scenes she was describing 
in army work. Later she told her physicians 
she had felt illness approaching when but 
half done with her addrees, but had steeled 
herself to continue. 


SETTING SUN’S RAYS IN LAKE

Judge Cleland of City Bench -to 
Teach His ‘‘Wards’’ Thrift. 


PASSBOOK WITH PAROLE. 


Union Trust Company to Give $5 ‘Nest 
Egg’ with Each Promise to Reform. 


A “savings bank annex” to the branch 
of the Munfcipal eourt presided over by 
Judge Cleland wae announced yesterday by 
the judge as an additional means of reform 
hel@ out to unfortunates who come before 
him. The plan is the result of conferences 
which Judge Cleland has held with officers of 
the Union Trust company. 

Arrangements have been completed where- 
by any person paroled by the court will have 
started for him a savings account with the 
bank of the trust company with a gift 
of $5 from the bank to start the ae- 
count. The gift carries with it the condition 
that the person to whom it applies will not 
violate the parole and will deposit to hisown 
account at least $2 each month. Theamount 
deposited may not be withdrawn until the 
end of the year. 


Cleland and Wilk Originators. 

The measure has been worked out by Judge 
Cleland and F. L. Wilk, vice president of the 
bank. The plan is intended to encourage 
thrift and economy and to check the neglect 
of familiés by the men usually brought bde- 
fore the courts on the chasge of drunken- 
ness. It is a development out of Judge 
Cleland’s present plan of paroling the men 
to responsible persons in the neighborhood. 
Semi-monthly reports are made to the judge. 

The principal condition imposed on the 
paroled person is that he will stay away 
from drink for the period of a year and is 
not sent to the bridéwell in that time. 


Men Are Not Prudent. 

Judge Cleland says a majority of the per- 
sons to whom.it is intended the new feature 
shall apply are far from prudent in the use 
of money. 

“They spend every cent they make,” said 
he “‘ whether it is $1 a day or $5. If there 
is any money left after family necessities 
are paid for it is spent in drink. And ina 
number of cases the money is spent before 
the necessities are paid for. 

‘“*I do not consider any man a good oitizen 
who has not learned the necessity and bene- 
tits of economy, and it is my intention to 
encourage those people to begin small savings 
accounts. I have known Mr. Wilk for 
eighteen years, and he has shown much in- 
terest in the arrangement. The plan is 
not a good investment for the bank, but 
the good results which it is hoped will follow 
has ind@uced the bank to enter the move- 
ment.” 

The judge added that a large number of 
the men paroled by him are now living re- 
spectable lives. He says that instead of 
spending their money for drink they are 
saving it for other purposes and have a cer- 
tain amount for use for luxuries. He be- 
lieves, however, that they should devote a 
share of their earnings to a savings account, 


New Pian of Parole. 


** When I parole a prisoner,” continued the 
judge, “ I intend to give him a certificate of 
identification which he is to present at the 
bank. The deposit of $5 is then placed to his 
credit, but the deposit is not to be drawn out 
until the end of the year. If the conditions 
of the parole have not been violated at that 
time I give the depositor another certificate, 
which entitles him to the money, 

“The depositor will not have to lose any 
time in going downtown to make his deposit, 
as the bank is open Monday and Saturday 
nights. 

“JT intend to regulate the amount which 
they are to deposit each month by the wages 
each ie able to earn. In this way I will not

WITHTHAW’S FATE 


Deliberates in Vain from 6 
0’Clock Until 11, at the 
Close of Eventful 
Day in Court. 


TRIAL’S END THRILLING, 


Jerome’s Merciless Attack on 
Slayer and Wife and Judge’s © 
Strong Charge Crush 
Prisoner’s Hope. 


New York, April 10.—[{Special.j—When 
Harry K. Thaw went to sleep in hia cell In 
the Tombs after midnight tonight it was 
with the grim knowledge that for more than 
six hours his fate had been In the hands of 
the jury, and that the twelve men had been 
unable in that time to agree upon a verdict. 

Events moved swiftly and thrillingly in 
this, the last @ay of his trial. For him and 
those who are hoping for his acquittal it wag 
the most soul trying ordeal of the twelve 
weeks which the trial has lasted. 

Upon the heels of District Attorney Je- 
rome’s closing address, nearly every wordof 
which was like the blow of a lash on Thaw 
and his girl wife, Justice Fitzgerald charged 
the jury in a manner that seemed to dry up 
every vestige of hope for Stanford White's 
slayer. And then, at 5:16 o'clock, the case 
was given tothe jury. Hope of a quick yer- 
dict ebbed as hour after hour passed without” 
a word from the room into which they were 
locked, until it was finally dashed when,@gat 
11 o’clock, Judge Fitzgerald ordered the 
twelve men locked up for the night. 


Jerome’s Speech Thrills Crowd... 


Mr. Jerome's address to the jury occupied 
about three hours and a quarter.

The entire United States secret service of 
Chicago still is trying to solve the theft of 
$178.000 from the subtreasury by unraveling 
a clew which led to the search of the, flat 
of Mrs. Willene Hudson, 264 Ogden avenue, 
on Tuesday, when it was reported that acis- 
softs and pieces of money bags from the sub- 
treasury were found. Mra Hudson has been 
suspended from employment in the subtreas- 
ury, pending an investigation. 

Capt. Thomas I. Porter of the secret serv- 
ice last night said he haa not given up work 
on the clew. 

“We still are working along the same 
lines,”” he said. “No warrants have been 
issued, to my knowledge. Whether we will 
get any evidence to justify arrests is prob- 
lematical.” : 


Porter Examines Two Negroes. 

Capt. Porter spent most of the day In 
his office interviewing two negoes supposed 
to be well acquainted with Mrs. Hudson. 
The Rev. R. L. Darden, 118 North Sheldon 
street, pastor of Providence Baptist church 
on Irving avenue, near Fulton street, was 
questioned by Capt. Porter for some time. 
When he came out, Capt. Porter escorted him 
to the street, endeavoring to keep reporters 
away. 

“You can’t talk to tliat man about any- 
thing,’”’ he said. 

The preacher evidently had been {mpressed 
by advice given him in Capt. Porter’s office, 
for he refused to talk when leftalone. Later, 
at his house, it was said he was il] in bed. 


Asks of Another Preacher. 

Until the preacher became soreticent it had 
been supposed that Mrs, Hudson wasa mem- 
ber of his congregation, and that he had 
been asked to give testimony regarding her 
character. Afterwards it was surmised that 
Capt. Porter questioned him about the Rev. 
Ww. H. Brown, another negro Baptist preach- 
er, who disappeared from Mrs. Hudson’s 
house two weeks ago, and for whom the city 
police and secret service men are searching. 
Another report was to the effect that Mrs. 
Hudson had made a gift to the church.

DTATE RESTS BANK GABE. 


CLOSES PROOF AGAINST EX-JUDGE 
SMITH AND ASSOCIATES. 


— 


Attorneys for Defense Move That the 
Case Be Taken from Jury, and Aft- 
ernoon Is Spent in Argument—Mr. 
Stedman, in Behalf of Pierce, Urges 
That Grand Jury Brought In a ‘*‘Ly- 
ing Indictment’ in That It Did Not 
Include D. D. Healy. 


The attorneys who are defending former 
Judge Abner Smith and his three associates 
in the management of the defunct Bank of 
America began yesterday their fight upon the 
conspiracy case built up by the state during 
the last two weeks. 

With the testimony of George A. Fair, an 
advertising solicitor, Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Young announced shortly after noon that 
the state would rest its case. In an instant 
three of the attorneys for the defense were 
on their feet with motions, and Judge Pinck- 
ney directed that the jury retire during the 
arguments. The jury was out during the 
remainder of the session. 

The most significant of the motions, each 
of which was overruled by the court, was 
that of Attorney Seymour Stedman, counsel 
for Jerome V. Pierce, cashier of the wrecked 
institution. Mr. Stedman moved that the 
case against Pierce—and, by inference, the 
other three cases—be taken from the jury 
on the ground that the charge under which 
the defendants are Ddeing tried is a “ lying 


| indictment.” 


Says Healy Is Just as Guilty. 

“Te these defendants are guilty,” said Mr, 
Stedman, *‘ Daniel D. Healy, wha is now tes- 
tifying for the prosecution as receiver of the 
Bank of America, certainly knew all about 
the affair and should beindicted. The grand 
jury knew this, and in returning an indict- 
ment against these defendants only, or 
against ‘certain persons unknown,’ they re- 
turned a lying indictment.” 

“What about Mr. Howe, the assistant 
cashier?” asked Judge Pinckney. 

“ Well, Iam saying nothing about Howe,” 
replied Mr. Stedman. 

“The fact that Healy made a cash pay- 
ment for his stock signifies nothing,” con- 
tinued the attorney. “‘ His relatives signed 
notes and Healy knew of every transaction. 
In fact, he was the custodian of the mogt 
valuable asset of the bank—the Ferry mort- 
gage.” 

“Yes,” interjected the assistant state's 
attorney, “ it was the only valuable asset! ” 

Lloyd Whitman, counsel for F. E. Creel- 
man, gave notice that he will offer today on 
behalf of his client a motion similar to that 
of Attorney Stedman. He was granted an 
hour for argument. Luther Laflin Millsand 
former Judge Charles Neely then gave the 
same notice on behalf of their clients, Judge 
Smith and Gustav F.. Sorrow. 

Mr. Neely also moved that the evidence of 
Assistant Cashier Robert Howe in regard to 
the $250,000 check said to have been used by 
officials of the bank in luring prospective 
stockholders be stricken out because Howe 
admitted that he could not swear that it con- 
tained Abner Smith’ssignature.”’ 

Judge Pinckney expressed & willingness to 
sustain the counsel's motion. At this point, 
however, Assistant State’s Attorney Young 
announced that he had another witness in 
regard to the check, and Mr. Neely consented 
to having his motion overruled. 

Expert Accountant’s Testimony. 

The cross examination of St. John Powers, 
the expert accountant employed by the re- 
ceivership to examine the bank's books, oc- 
cupied the entire morning. In regard to his 
testimony that the cash book was overbal- 
anced to the amount of $40,000 to cover the 
Creelman check said to have been “ kited ” 
on the day of the bank’s applying for its 
charter Mr. Powers admitted that proper 
bookkeeping would have shown that Creel- 
man was entitled to credit for $40,000 of cer- 
tified checks given by him tothe bank. This, 
he said, balanced the debit charge for his 
atock and closed the account. 

It is expected that F. E. Creelman ana 
Cashier Pierce will be placed on the witness 
stand by the defense late this week.

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CONSTANTINE SPEEDING WEST; 
DUE EARLY THIS MORNING. 


Alleged Slayer of Mrs. A. W. Gentry, in 


Custody of Chicago Police, Return- 
ing to Face Trial. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 10.—{Spectal.]— 
Frank J. Constantine, alleged murderer of 
Mrs. A. W. Gentry, will reach Chicago to- 
morrow morning in frons at 8:30 o’clock at 
the La Salle street station, the one from 
which he fled the city fifteen months ago 
ewhen the young artist staggered down the 
stairs from her flat to the floor below and 
died without being able to name her slayer. 

Despite the threats of interference by the 
prisoner's friends, his removal from the New 
York jail to the Lake Shore train was accom- 
plished without trouble. 

Detective Sheehan and three Brooklyn of- 
ficers went to the Raymond street jail, took 
Constantine out through a back entrance, 
placed him in a carriage, and drove to the city 
hall, where the assistant digtrict attorney in- 
spected Sheehan’s requisition papers and 
turned the prisoner over to the Chicago man. 
He then was taken to the Twenty-first pre- 
cinct station ana kept until the time to em- 
bark for Chicago. By a peculiar coincidence 
he was placed in cell D 18, but seemed not to 
notice the number of his apartment. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler and 
Sheehan, together, took Constantine to the 
New York Céntral station shortly, before 2 
o'clock, and soon the trip to Chicago was 
begun. 

The appearance of the prisoner on the 
train attracted much notice and many pas~ 
sengers asked for his autograph, but he 
refused all such requests, and for hours sat 
in moody silence, occasionally producing 
from his pocket an Image of St. Anthony, at 
which times his lips moved as if in prayer. 
This is the only indication of feeling the 
young man has exhibited since his arrest. 

On the train tonight Constantine’s spirits 
revived and he asked Schuettler to play 
pinochle with him. This is the game he 
played so often in the Gentry home, and 
he seemed to get considerable enjoyment 
out of the pastime with the police officer 

The reward for the capture of Constantine 
will go to Charles Vachris, the son of De- 
tective Vachris, who got the information 
that led to his father’s arrest of the much 
wanted man.

HAD NOT BEEN DISCREDITED. 


Preachers Learn Judge Carpenter De- 
fended, Not Attacked, Them in 
Bpeech Before Men’s Club. 


Judge George A. Carpenter,, Oak Park 
preachers and citizens have discovered, did 
not tell members of the Men’s club of ‘the 
First Baptist church of Oak Park that 75 per 
cent of girls employed in Chicago depart- 
ment stores are immoral. 

They had been aroused when a report was 
circulated that the judge had made the state- 
ment, in a recent speech before the club.

SCAFFOLD FALLS; CAUSES PANIC 


One Man Is Killed and Several Injured 
When Big Structure Collapses at 
Harvester Plant. 


Fifty Italian laborers at the International 
Harvester company’s plant at One Hundred 
and Sixth street and Torrence avenue were 
panic stricken when a scaffold on which 
twenty men were working partly collapsed 
yesterday. 

George Douglas, 18 years old, a rivet heat- 
er, one of those on the scaffold, was injured 
so severely that he died while being taken 
to a hospital. His neck had been broken. 

Several others suffered slight injuries. The 
scaffold was of wood and wage 60 feet high 
and 100 feet long. 

Fifty Italiane working beneath the scaf- 
fold escaped injury, but many refused to re- 
turn to work.

CHAIRMAN O’CONNELL PROPOSES 
TO HAVE COMMITTEE SAY. 


After Anti-Dunne Faction Has Been 
Expelled It Is Hinted Real People 
Will Be Leftt—other Side Talks of 
Ousting Present Chairman — De- 
feated Mayoralty Candidate Talks 
of Contesting, but Admits He Lacks 


Tangible Grounds at Present. 


Plats and counterplots for th= eapture of 

the “ reorganized democracy " began to crop 
out yesterday among the leaders of what Is 
left of the party defeated at the mayoralty 
election. A period of internal strife appears 
to be in store for the organization and the 
first skirmish may take place next week. 
» William L. O'Connell, chairman of the cen- 
tral committee and manager of the late 
Dunne campaign, gnnounced during the day 
that he intended to call the executive com- 
mittee together next week to take counsel 
on the future of the party. 

While he declined to go into details, it is 
said that the real business will be the con- 
sideration of a resolution to expel from the 
central committee certain leaders charged 
with faithlessness to Mr. Dunne in the cam- 
paign. 

The news that a meeting would be called 
started a rosy at once. The anti-Dunne fac- 
tion replied with the threat of retiring Mr. 
O’Connell from the chairmanship, if not from 
the committee itself. 


O’Connell Has a List. 

It appears that Mr. O'Connell has been 
conferring as to the advisability of attempt- 
ing a reorganization of the committee. He 
has stated it as his opinion that under the 
constitution, which he framed, a majority 
of the committee can expel such members 
as it desires. It is known that he has urged 
such action in the cases of John Brennan, 
William Loeffler, James A. Quinn, Michael 
Kenna, and some others. 

By the leaders who are not in sympathy 
with Mr. O’Connell's post-election frame 
of mind it is hinted that the contemplated 
move is not so much in the interest of party 
purification as of Hearst supremacy. O'Con- 
nell’s proposition, it is pointed.out, is the 
same as Hearst’s, which is to get the anti- 
Hearst men off. tke committee before the 
presidential campaign opens. In this con- 
nection it is pointed out that O’Connell was 
made commissioner of public works at the 
instance of Hearst. ° 

“T cannot tell what will come before the 
committee,”’ said Mr. O'Connell when asked 
if the expulsion of any members was con- 
templated. ‘The causes of Mayor Dunne’s 
defeat are perfectly well known. The fu- 
ture of the party depends on a loyal organ- 
ization and men who are not true democrats 
should have no place in directing the policy of 
the party. These are things for the commit- 
tee to consider.”’ 


Dunne Talks Abott a Recount. 

Retiring Mayor Dunne created some ex- 
citement among his followers iu the after- 
noon when he Geclared he was considering 
the advisability of contesting the election of 
Mayor Busse, Later he admitted that he had 
no real ground for asking for a recount. 

‘* T have received letters and messages from 
innumerable persons telling of votes obtained 
for the republican candidate by corrupt 
means,” said Mr. Dunne. ‘I have been told 
that in one precinct fifty-four peddlers re- 
Proofs of vote 
buying and ballot box stuffing are offered by 
several reputable persons. I am told of one 
man who was paid $50,000 to work for the 
traction ordinances. 

“If proofs of these reported frauds are 
put in my hands, and if they appear to be of 
sufficient extent to have affected the result 
of the election, I shall petition for a recount 
of the ballots. As it stands at present I have 
not such proofs in hand and therefore am 
not considering a contest.”’ 

While Mr. Dunne was talking about the 
money spent by the republicans it became 
known that the democrats expended consid- 
erable amounts in certain wards. The Dunne 
committee put $100 in every precinct in the 
Eighteenth ward and $50 a precinct in the 
First ward. Disappointment with the result 
of the investment has much to do with the 
talk of retiring Mr. Brennan and Mr. Kenna 
from the central committee. 


Two Ward Contests. 

John Clark, defeated democratic candidate 
for the council in the Thirty-fifth ward, an- 
nounced that he would contest the _ re- 
election of Ald. Race. Race had a plurality 
of twenty-nine votes. Mr. Clark says he 
has discovered mistakes in the count. 

Another aldermanic contest will be that of 
John: Haderlein, democratic candidate in the 
Twenty-fourth, against Albert Hahne, the 
republican candidate, who was elected by a 
plurality of forty-nine. 


HORAN’S TACT STOPS TROUBLE. 


Fire Chief Pacifies Men Who Would 
Quit Because Negro Is Assigned 
to Their Company. 


A threatened strike of a company of fire- 
men yesterday was averted through the ex- 
ercise of a little diplomacy by Fire Marshal 
Horan. As a result of the fire marshal’s ac- 
tion the belligererts have returned to their 
quarters and will keep busy in the future 
extinguishing fires. 


TO DELIVER VOTES. 


Trial Board Gets Additional 
Evidence of Political Work 
by Collins’ Men. 


TWO-PAID $10 A DAY. 


Story of Shooting Affray Brings 
to Light Methods of Dunne 
- Campaign. 


: 


Any lingering doubt in the minds of civil 
service commissioners as to the extent to 
which the police department was used for 
political purposes in the. recent campaign 
must have been dispelled by the evidence 
heard at yesterday's session of the police 
trial board. 

Among developments of the afternoon was 
the fact that one old time policeman, who 
refused to accept money to “ deliver ’’ to ex- 
Mayor Dunne’s . manager, Commissioner 
O'Connell, certain votes he was oredited with 
having at his command, was compelled to 
defend himeelf in a pistol fight with a maf 
who made him the offer. : 

Further details along this line were that 
at least: two men had been placed upon the 
force and sent to Hyde Park in citizens’ 
clothes and paid $10 a day, in addition to 
their salsries, for pre-convention work for 
Dunne. 

No Punishment by Busse. 


Meanwhile, Mayor Busse made the positive 
statement that he would not take any steps 
to punish policemen who did political work 
at the command of their superior officers. 
The whole matter is in the hands of the 
civil service board without prejudice. 

‘Evidence brought out at the hearing 
by the civil serviee commissioners certainly 
will not be used by me against the men later,’’ 
said Mayor Busse. “I feel sure that such 
work as they did was because they feared 
consequences if they refused to obey their 
superiors. For this reason, they shall not 
be molested.”’ 

This statement by the mayor probably will 
work a change in the attitude of policemen 
who will appear before the board this morn- 
ing. At least twenty who feared they would 
be compelled to suffer because of their polit- 
ical work have hired attorneys. They ex- 
pected to begin a legal fight against taking 
evidence when the hearing is continued to- 
day. Knowing now that the truth will not 
injure their positions, it is said no further 
obstacles will be placed in the way of a full 
investigation. 

Such an exposure probably will develop 
scandals never before heard of in the Chi- 
cago police department. Thg destruction of 
official records and the abstraction of sev- 
eral pages from order booksin division head- 
quarters will be the first question taken 
up. This line of investigation alone is ex- 
pected to show much of the questionable work 
carried on with the knowledge, if not under 
the direct orders, of Chief of Police Collins. 


New Evidence Against Collins. 

The shooting affray provoked by the pro- 
bationary policeman brought out much new 
evidence regarding Chief Collins’ campaign 
methods. It was the feature of the afternoon 
session of the trial board. It became known 
by chance when Policeman John A. Bacon of 
the Hyde Park station appeared to answer to 
the charge of *‘ conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficer.”” This ‘‘ unbecoming conduct,” it de- 
veloped, consisted of shooting John J. Honan, 
a new policeman, in the hand, knacking his 
revolver from his hand and preventing the 
new policeman from shooting him. 

Bacon is a veteran in the service, having 
worked up to the class of a ‘‘ plain clothes 
man” after years of traveling a beat. He 
was returned to the ranks some weeks ago 
by Chief Collins. 

“The trouble began on the Friday pre- 
ceeding the democratic convention, when I 
met Honan in a restaurant at 5502 Lake ave- 
nue,’’ said Policeman Bacon in describing 
the Hyde Park trouble. ‘“‘At that time 
Honan walked up to me, displayed his neav 
star, and asked if I didn’t know him. I re- 
plied that 1 did not. He immediately intro- 
duced himself. 

For Political Purposes Only. 

“He then explained that he didn’t care 
a —— for the police department, and that, so 
eoon as election was over, he was g>ing to 
throw his star away. He was sent out there 
for political purposes, he said. 

‘“** Well, you're making a mistake to talk 
that way,’ I told him. ‘ What do youjywant 
to tell me that for?’ , 

“* Because you are a man I want to help 
me out on this thing,’ he rep‘ied, 

“I asked him what he meant by that, and 
he proceeded to explain. 

“*I was sent out here not to do police 
work but to deliver this district,’ he went 
on. ‘ Billy O’Connell is giving Fred Boyle, 
another policemen, $10 a day to work for 
him. I know that you have been here a long 
time and can deliver, so I want you to help. 
It will be money in your pocket to help us.’ 

“I told him I would not enter inioany bar- 
gain and didn’t care to have anything further 


BION J. ARNOLD AND CITY RAIL- 
WAY HEAD CONFER. 


Company Organising a Constraction 
Department and Expects to Start 
Putting Down New Steel About 
May 1—Bookkeeping Between City 
and the Traction Corporation to Be 
Started Shortly—Municipal Court 
Finds Transfer Ordinance Invalid. 


_——— 


Chief Engineer Bion J. Arnold of the new 
supervising commission and President Mit- 
ten of the City railway conferred last even- 
ing on the plans for the reconstruction of 
the south side car lines, which will be begun 
as soon as the ordinance is accepted formally. 

It was stated after the conference that the 
company is organizing its construction de- 
partment, and will be ready to lay rails about 
May 1, when the first of a consignment of 
10,000 tons is due to arrive. Several street 
railway engineers will be Lrought from New 
York to superintend the actual work. 

Mr. Arnold has taken the position that all 
the reconstruction work must be performed 
by the company directly, except where con- 
tract work is found cheaper. He already has 
received’ applications from scores of engl- 
neers for opportunities to bid on the work. 
The bids will be welcomed, and if found 
cheaper an experiment with contract work 
will be made. The contractor will be invited 
to lay a paraliel piece of track alongside the 
company’s construction, and if it is found 
thé contract. work is better and cheaper some 
of the rehabilitation will be done by this 
method. 

Bookkeeping to Begin. 

As soon as the work starts Engineer Arnold 
will select timekeepers to keep tab on the 
work done by the company and report to the 
board of engineers. 

The bookkeeping between the city and the 
company will be started as soon as the board 
is organized. The first step will be that of 
fixing the value of all improvements made 
since July 1, 1906, when the price of the prop- 
erties then existing was fixed. Then it will 
be necessary to figure out the 10 per cent 
construction profit allowed on all work done 
by the company since Feb. 1. These steps 
having been taken it will be possible to de- 
termine the city’s ghare of the profits since 
Feb. 1. 

Indications that the plan for Union Trac- 
tion reorganization is nearing completion 
were given in the departure of General Coun- 
sel Gurley for New York in the afternoon. 
When he returns he will be accompanied by 
Attorney Louis C, Krauthoff, who is devising 
the plan. 

Members of the South Side Street Car Men’s 
union will meet Saturday night to’consider 
the wage increase offered by. the company. 
Although the offer was accepted by the union 
leaders prior to election there is a movement 
on foot to demand more. 

Transfer Slip Ordinance Void. 

Municipal Judge Cleland decided unconsti- 
tutional the ordinance prohibiting the eale 
of street car transfers. The decision was 
rendered in the case of a number of i °ys 
arrested for traffic in the slips in the Maxwell 
street district. The judge held that the pow- 
ers of the ordinance were not sufficiently 
limited. The Union Traction company took 
an appeal. 


COUNCIL MAY PAY PREMIUM 
ON BOND OF CITY TREASURER. 


Discovery That $2,000,000 Surety 
Will Cost $12,000 Yearly Causes 
Traeger to Seek Relief. 


The discovery that the bond of John E. 
Traeger, city treasurer, fixed, at $2,000,000 by 
city ordinance, would require, if furnished 
by a surety company, the payment of a pre- 
mium amounting to nearly $12,000 2 year, 
may cause some action to be taken by the 
council at its meeting Monday night. Mr. 
Traeger said he had communicated with the 
Illinois Surety company and could furnish a 
surety bond if required to do so, but that the 
premium would be excessive, 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Leon Horn- 
stein, after an examination of the ordinances, 
said there was no provision requiring the 
bonds of the city treasurer to be furnished 
hy a surety company. 

‘Mr. Traeger may furnish a personal bond 
if he so desires,”’ said Mr. Hornstein. ‘‘ If, 
however, the council decides that a surety 
bond is required, I have no doubt but that 
they would make a provision for the payment 
of the premium.”’ 

Mr. Hornstein added that it was customary, 
whenever surety bonds were required, for the 
city council to make an appropriation forthe 
payment of the premium. He said that the 
bond of the city treasurer had been reduced 
from $5,000,000 to $2,000,000, and that to 
further reduce the amount of the bond would 
be unwise. 

Mr. Traeger said he would confer with Con- 
troller McGann and Mr. Hornstein regarding 
the bond this morning.

It was made a matter of record at the 
meeting of the board of education last night 
that THE TRIBUNE lease was singled out for 
attack inthe courts by Louis F. Post, Wiley 
W. Mills, Raymond Robins, and John C. 
Harding, Dunne appointees to the board, in 
the face of an opinion rendered by: their spe- 
cial counsel to the effect that a half a dozen 
lessees of school lands had the same kind of 
leasés. 

It was also made a matter of record that 
the sult against THe TRIBUNE was filed in 
the Circuit court without the approval, or 
even the ‘knowledge, of a majority of the 
members of the school board. 

It was’ shown that Mr. Post; Mr. Mills, 
Mr. Robins, and Mr. Harding had filed sult 
against THE TRIBUNE without authority 
from the school board. It was shown further 
that only those members of the board who 
belong to the “ radical crowd ” had been 
permitted to read the Dill which was filed 
against THe TRIBUNE. / 


Authority to Sue Questioned. 

The authority of Mr. Post, Mr. Mills, Mr. 
Robins, and Mr. Harding to bring suit against 
THE TRIBUNE Was questioned on the floor 
éf the board. The declaration that for 
‘“gome reason” THE TRIBUNE lease had 
been singled out for attack was also made 
from the floor of the board. 

It was broadly hinted that political rea- 
sons may have been behind the filing of the 
suit a few days before the mayoralty elec- 
tion. 

The inside history of the agitation of the 
question of THB TRIBUNE’s lease, involving 
the yarn printed in Hearst’s papers concern- 
ing ‘‘a midnight session ” of the board, came 
to light when the report of the special com- 
mittee on revenue of the board was read. 

The report was written by Louis F. Post, 
Tom Johnson's representative on the board, 
and recorded the history of the appoint- 
ment of the committee, its acts, its hopes, 
and finally called on the board to indorse 
its action. The report was signed by Louis 
F. Post, Wiley W. Mills, Raymond Robins, 
and John C. Harding. 


Why Spiegel Didn’t Sign Report. 

At once Trustee Modie J. Spiegel took the 
floor. He said he had been named as a mem- 
ber of the revenue committee, but had falled 
to sign its report for the reason that THB 
TRIBUNE had been singled out for attack. 

‘‘ Before this board acts on this report,” 
said Mr. Spiegel, ‘“‘ every member of the board 
should receive a copy of the bill filed against 
the Tribune company and a copy of the 
opinion of Attorney Goodwin, the special 
counsel retained by the revenue committee. 
I was a member of that special revenue com- 
mittee and I voted ‘no’ on its report simply 
because the attorney, in his opinion, said that 
the revaluation clause had been eliminated 
not only from THE TRIBUNE lease but from 
a number of other leases aswell. In my opin- 
fon the board should have proceeded against 
all these leaseholders. I voted ‘no,’ I say, 
because THE TRIBUNE had been singled out 
while there were other lessees holding ex- 
actly the same kind of leases. Now, I want 
to move that a copy of the bill filed in the Cir- 
cuit court, together with a copy of the opinion 
of Attorney Goodwin, be sent to every mem- 
ber of this board.’’ 


Economy and Policy in Suit. 

Before the vote on this motion could be 
taken Trustee Harding took the floor. 

“ While the case was strong against all the 
lessees,’’ he said, “ it was particularly strong 
against this one corporation, and on the 
ground of economy suit. was entered in that 
case. It was entered solely on the ground of 
economy and policy.’’ 

The word “ policy ’’ was slipped in as if it 
had been the fruit of second thought. 

The Rev. R. A. White said that when the 
revenue committee was appointed he under- 
stood it was given only the authority to col- 
lect data which might enable the board to 
take such actiOn as would increase its rev- 
enue. He said he was not aware that the 
board had given this committee the authority 
to begin suit. He concluded by asking 
whether the board would be vesting the rev- 
enue committee with any additional power 
by adopting its report. 

“The adoption of the report merely in- 
dorses the action of the committee to date,”’ 
explained Trustee Harding. : 

‘* Did the original authority give the rev- 
enue committee power to bring suit or merely 
to collect data?’ demanded Trustee White., 


Authority of the Committee, 
“The original action of the board gave 
the committee the right to investigate and 
take such steps as it deemed necessary,"’ 
replied Trustee Harding.

WOMAN JUSTICE GOES IN TODAY. 


Catharine Waugh McCulloch to Take 
Oath of Office in the County 
Clerk’s Office. 


The first woman justice of the peace in 
Cook county will be sworn in today in County 
Clerk Haas’ office. She is Mrs. Catharine 
Waugh McCulloch. When Mrs. McCulloch's 
election, was- called to the attention of the 
county clerk he asked for an opinion from 
Acting County Attorney Charies J. Jones.

This story was corroborated by two wit- 
nesses, Richard 8. Ettinger and John Clark, 
both of whom were in the restaurant when 
the trouble occurred. 

Other witnesses added a description of the 
man who was shot in the hand falling to the 
floor and loudly calling for a priest, declar- 
ing ‘‘the bullet had pierced his heart.”’ The 
priest was summoned, but left when he 
learned the man’s heart had not been in- 
jured.

Rifle Borrowed for Rehearsal of North- 
western’s Junior Play Proves 
to Be Loaded. 


The accidental discharge of a rifle created 
alarm among several young women of the 
junior class of Northwestern university dur- 
ing a rehearsal of the junior play in Fisk 
hall yesterday. In the third act of the play, 
“His Excellency, the Governor,” A. B. 
Green, as sentry, aims his riffe at Laura Mc- 
Carty, who takes the part of Stella de Gex. 
A rifle was borrowed for the occasion, and 
Green did not know it was loaded. He point- 
ed it toward the floor and when he pulled the 
trigger the rifle was discharged, the bullet 
making a hole in the stage floor. The play 
Will be given in Ravinia theater at Ravinia

One ‘hundred and fifty stone 
planer men will start to work today on an 
increase in pay of 2% cents an hour, which 
represents a compromise. Between 2,000 
and 3,000 railway clerks presented demands 
for a wage advance amounting to about 15 
per cent. The clerks are affiliated with the 
freight handlers’ union. Machinery movers 
are demanding an increase of 12% cents an 
hour over thelr present pay. 


INVESTIGATES ORIGIN OF FIRE. 


Attorney Hogan Hears of Man Who 
Predicted Blaze in Hollister 
Building Tuesday Night. 


Fire Attorney Hogan yesterday began 
search for a man suspected of setting fire to 
the Hollister building, Market and Madison 
streets, which was burned Tuesday night 
with a loss of more than $300,000. 

The first clew, found to be baseless, led 
to Harold Ivens, brother of Richard Ivens, 
who murdered Mrs. Bessie Hollister, wife of 
Frank C. Hollister of the firm of Hollister 
EBros., and expiated his crime on the gallows. 
George H. Mueller, bartender in the saloon 
of J. H. Lomax, 171 Fifth avenue, ‘said a 
man came into the saloon at 10 o'clock on 
the night of the fire and said: ‘‘ There’s 
going to be a big fire on Market street pretty 
soon.”” When shown a photograph of lvens 
Mueller said he was not the mah who made 
the remark. 

Chinese customs provided a fire mystery 
for Englewood police when the laundry of 
Sing Wo, 325 West Sixty-third street, was 
burned. Sing hid in an alley and two friends 
fied from the neighborhood. It developed 
that a custom of Sing’s native land provides 


decapitation for persons so careless as to let 


their houses burn. Sing said the fire started 


from a gas jet.

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portance. This is true not only as to domes- 
tic but also as to foreign affairs. He has been 
president since September, 1901, almost six 
years. During all that time I have supported 
all) measures that have come before the sen- 
ate of the United States for consideration, 
with which he was in any way identified, ex- 
capt only three. 

“TI differed from him ase to joint statehood 
for New Mexico and Arizona, insisting that 
they should not be forced into the union as 
one state, unless a majority of the citizens of 
each territory might so vote. The proposi- 
tion I favored was adopted by congress, and 
the people of the territories voted against 
joint statehood. That wee a proposition 
about which men might well differ. There 
was no occasion for any bitternese of feeling 
in conmection with its consideration: and 
there wae none on my part, and I never heard 
that there was any on the part of the pres!- 
dent. 

Explains Rate Bill Attitude. 


“I was unable to agree with the president 
as to conferring the ratemaking power upan 
the interstate commerce commission as pro- 
vided in the Hepburn law, passed at the first” 
seasion of the fifty-minth congress. I was 
not opposed to that proposition, however. 
because I did not want governmental con- 
trol and supervision of railroads engaged in 
interstate commerce, for I was among the 
first to advocate such a measure, but because 
I thought the Hepburn law in that partic- 
ular was both unconstitutional and unneces- 
sary, and that it was a long and serious step 
im the wrong direction as 4 matter of pubHc 
policy. 

**I did not believe, either, that if congress 
had the power to make rates it had the right 
to delegate that power to an administrative 
body. Whether I was right in entertaining 
this opinion will be determined when the Su- 
preme court of the United States passes on 
the question, as sooner or later it must.” 

Mr. Foraker said that all prosecutions 
against the railroads, the sugar and beef 
trusts, and the Standard Oil and other cor- 
porations have been brought under the El- 
kins law, and the government secured con- 
victions speedily in all cases except where 
its own testimony failed, but thaé no suit of 
the kind had been brought under the Hep- 
burn law. 

Continuing, the senator said: ‘‘ Another 
session of congress has just closéd.

“TI believe in our dual system of govern- 
ment, one state and the other national; one 
to deal with local affairs, the other with 
those that are national and international.

OFFICIALS SEND IN RESIGNA- 
TIONS, ONE BY CABLE. 


President, Who Sends Request from 
Italy That He Be Relieved from 
Duty, Was Forced.to Act by Til 
Health—Member of Board of Man- 
agers and Man Looked Upon as the 
Chief’s Successor Also Leave the 
Company. 


New York, April 10.—[{Special.]—David 
Willcox, president; William 8. Opdyke, mem- 
ber of the board of managers; and Abel L 
Culver, second vice president of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson railroad, resigned today. 

Leonor Fresnel Loree, formerly president 
of the Baltimore and Ohio and the Rock 
Island, and more lately chairman of theiex- 
ecutive committee of the Kansaa City South- 
ern, was chosen president of the company to 
succeed Mr. Willcox. Hé also was chosen 
as a member of the board of managers and 
the executive committee. He took charge 
immediately. ; 

Mr.. Willcox, who has been president of 
the road for four years, sailed for Europe 
several weeks ago. He was suffering from 
nervous disorder and in poor health before 
his departure, and asked his associates to 
accept his resignation. They persuaded him 
to withhold it, but on Monday he cabled from 
Italy a peremptory resignation. 

Retains Holdings of Stocks. 

The board accepted it after expressing its 
disappointment that he could not. continue 
to serve the road. 

Mr. Willcox remains a member of the board 
of managers as far as known, and he con- 
tinues his membership on other boards, in- 
cluding the Southern Pacific and the Union 
Pacific. His holdings of Delaware and Hud- 
son stock, it is believed, have been consider- 
ably reduced in the last few months, but he 
still has a considerable interest. 

William 8. Opdyke is a member of the aw 
firm of Opdyke, Ladd & Bristow, with which 
Mr. Willcox was formerly connected, Mr. 
Loree was chosen for the vacancy in the 
board of managers left by his resignation. 


Harriman Denies Any Friction. 


The fact that Mr. Loree was associated on 
the Kansas City road with men much opposed 
to E. H. Harriman, and that Mr. Willcox 
was closely associated with Mr. Harriman, 
gave rise to reports that the change in the 
presidency was a move hostile to the Union 
Pacific’s president. Mr. Harriman was 
present at the meeting and denied there was 
the slightest friction in the board over the 
change. 

Abel I. Culver, the second vice president, 
who has had practical charge of the road 
during Willicox’s ill health, did not make 
public the cause of his resignation. It is 
understood that he believed he had been 
recognized as Willcox’s successor.

ON CUBA’S FUTURE 


Secretary of War Says Island 
Goes Back to the People 
After Election. 


DATES FAR INTO = 1908. 


Shows How Leading Parties Dis- 
agree as to Time; Compelled 
to Rule Himself. 


[BY CABLE TO: THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
H AVANA, April 10.—American policy as to 


Cuba remains unchanged. The isiand gov- | 


ernment will be returned to the Cuban peo- 
ple just as President Roosevelt promised. 
Secretary Taft made this plain tonight just 
before sailing for Porto Rico in a letter ad- 
dressed to Gov. Magoon. The letter con- 
tains the recommen 
tary made to President Roosevelt. 
The president, according to a cablegradm 


received by Secretary Taft, approves the | 


recommendations. 

The secretary's letter to Gov. Magoon 
makes no reference to the probable date for 
American withdrawal. He infers, however, 
that the presidential election will not be 
held until the summer of 1908, and the re- 
moval of the troops will not begin until six 
months later. 


Text of Secretary’s Letter. 


; The text of the secretary’s letter is as fol- 
ows: 

“ After having conferred with committees 
of the liberals, conservatives, and republican 
parties and leading men of the community, 
including lawyers, bankers, and representa- 
tives of the chamber of commerce and oth- 
ers, and after full discussion of the situa- 
tion with you, Gen. Barry, and Consul Gen- 
eral Steinhart, I make the following recom- 
mendations having in view the circumstances 
making intervention necessary. 

“The question now arises: When shall the 
elections be held? The advisory commission 


‘appointed to draft electoral, municipal, judi- 
| clary, and civil service laws, composed of 


three Americans, four liberals, and four con- 
servatives, declared to me it was impossible 
to hold fair elections until a census had Been 
taken, and this view has been strengthened 
by assurances from all political parties. All 
the parties, through their committees, have 
expressed the view that the wisest course 
will be to hold a preliminary election to test 
the electoral law and the tranquillity of the 
country. 


Cubans Cannot Agree. 

“ "The liberals urge that this be for munici- 
pal and provincial officers, while the con- 
servatives insist it ought to be limited to mu- 
nicipal officers, but they agree in holding a 
preliminary election, 

“ The liberal party expresses the view that 
a census oan be completed im four months 
and that provincial and municipal elections 
may, therefore, be held in September. 

“The conservative party expresses no 
opinion as to the time required for the taking 
of a census, but it insists upon great care 
and that the registration lists founded upon 
the census should be subjected to a severe 
and impartial judicial scrutiny, as proposed 
by the advisory commission, and that the pre- 
liminary election shall be held a reasonable 
time after the completion of the census. 

“ The liberal party, holding that the prelim- 
inary election should take place in Septem- 
ber, recommends that the presidential and 
congressional elections be held the Sist of 
next December, and that the regular consti- 
tutional feriod shall relapse thereafter before 
tHe reassembling of the electoral college to 
name senators and the president. The meni- 
gers of this college will be elected at the 
general elections. According to the coneti- 
tution, these electoral colleges will not con~- 
vene until 100 days after the general election. 

“The liberal party suggests that the new 
congress shall meet to receive the vote ofthe 
election for president in time to permit of 
his inauguration on May 20, 1908, the anni- 
versary of the inauguration of the first Cuban 
president. 

“The conservatives insist that this pre- 
liminary election is in the nature of an ex- 
periment, and that three months is not a suffi- 
cient interval to determine whether this ex- 
periment has been a success, and they recom~ 
mend that not less than six months elapse 
between the preliminary and the presidential 
and congressional elections. 


Roosevelt Pledge Holds. 

“1. It is hardly necessafy to reiterate that 
the position of President Roosevelt is ex- 
actly what it was when the first proclama- 
tion was issued establishing a provisional 
government under the Platt law in this 
island—to wit: that Cuba must be turned 
ovef to a Cuban government, fairly elected, 
so soon as the conditions of tranquillity in 
the country permits, and that the stability 
of the government established be assured. 

“9 JY do not think four months a suffi- 
cient time for the taking of a census neces- 
sary for an election. 

‘it would be most unwise, therefore, to 
fix a definite date for the holding of a pre- 
liminary election. All that can be done is 
to declare that the census be taken in as 
short a time as possible, making the census 
thorough, fair, and complete for electoral 
purposes, and an announcement that the pre- 
liminary election shall be held within such 
period thereafter as may afford a reason- 
able time for complying ‘with all the require- 
ments of the new electoral law. 

‘*3. The municipal and provincial elections, 
which In a sense are local, should be held at 
the same time. I have already expressed 
the opinion that the elections by which the 
present provincial authorities were brought 
into power were attended with such irregu- 
larity that the resignations of these officials 
should be at the service of the government, 
although the present conditions justify the 
maintenance of the de facto status of these 
officials so long as they conduct themselves 
properly, rather than an indiscriminate re- 
moval of them with the possible excitement 
and controversy likely to attend the election 
of their successors. 


Cubans Must Decide. 

*“ Still the question of the proper policy to 
pursue in regard to the present provincial 
officers is a matter which isin your hands for 
decision, butiit is certain that so soon as the 
present conditions as to provincial officials 
can be cured by election, that election should 
be held, and, therefore, both municipal and 
provincial elections should be held@ as pre- 
liminary elections. 

“It is true that at the provincial elections 
provincials will be elected, constituting one- 
third of the electoral college to vote for 
senators, but at the national elections there 
will be elected two-thirds of the members 
of this game college, and, therefore, the se- 
lection of a provincial council will have com- 
paratively little bearing on the national elec- 
tion. 

**4—Three months may not be sufficient 
time in which to test the questions of tran- 
quility and the success of the experimental 
preliminary election, therefore our declara- 
tion would not be more limited than that the 
national election shall be held within six 
months after the preliminary election. 

“5. It ts of course proper to comply with 
the constitutional requirement regarding an 
interval of one hundred days between the 
congressional and presidential elections ahd 
the voting by the electoral college, the as- 
semblying of congress, and the inaugura- 
tion of the new president. The government 
will then devolve upon the newly elected 
president and congress. 

“6. The carrying out of this plan, of course, 
is strictly dependent on the tranquility of 
the country, which must continue through 
two elections, and which must give assur- 
ance of the stability of the new rnment, 
because without this the United § would 
not be discharging the obligation devolving 
upon it by reason of the intervention. 

“J. It is in the interest of the business 
prosperity of the island that this plan be 
made public. I have submitted the substance

The first election will therefore be for the 
purpose of choosing municipal officers. This 
first election will be strictly under the su- 
pervision of the Americans so far as such 
a thing is possible, although all of the elec- 
tlon officers in the polling booths will, of 
course, be, Cubans. 

Making allowance for the time necessary 
to take and tabulate the census, it is now 
believed that the municipal election will be 
held about Sept. 15 or Oct. 1. After that it 
will be necessary to install the municipal 
officers, and there will be a vast amount of 
work in the reorganization of local and pro- 
vincial governments. 

This municipal election will be largely in 
the nature of an experiment. If it is con- 
ducted ‘withotit violence and with a reason- 
able percentage of fairness, taking into con- 
sideration the peculiarities of the Spanish- 
American temperament, the American gov- 
ernment will then feel justified in extending 
the election system in the direction of the 
election of a congress and president of the 
new Cubafi republic. 

Plans Cannot Be Rushed. 

It {fs likely, however, that the municipal 
elections will develop a good many defects in 
the election system. These will have to be 
corrected by the provisional government, but 
{t is the distinct plan of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration to permit the Cubans to choose 
first their municipal officers and then their 
members of congress and their president, the 
only function of this government being to 
see that the election is reasonably fair. 


take from four to six monthe after the mu- 
nicipal election to reorganize the local gov- 
ernments, amend the election law, revise the 
registration, and prepare for the general 
national election. It is likely that if this 
general election is held by a year from this 
time good speed will have been made. As- 
suming that this general election will take 
place about April 1, 1908, it would be a couple 
of months or so before the new president and 
congress could be put in office. 

This would: put the actual creation of the 
new Cuban repubile in June, 1908, or about 
a year later than the time originally fixed 
when the Palma government wag finally dis- 
solved by Secretary Taft. 

Of course, if there are serious disturbances 
in the island at any time they will tend to 
prolong the occupation. The Cubans under- 
stand this thoroughly, and it is believed their 
desire to get hold of the government, and par- 
ticularly of the treasury department, will 
keep them on their good behavior until the 
last American soldier has left the island, 
which is not likely to be until after the ses- 
sions of both the republican and democratic 
national conventions in this country.

Washington, D. C., April 10.—The long ex» 
pected opinion of Attorney General Bonaparte 
concerning the proper labeling of whisky 
under the pure food law, approved June 80, 
1906, was made public at the White house to- 
day. Its purpose is briefly told in the follow- 
ing letter addressed by the president today 
to the secretary of agriculture: 

“In aceordance with your suggestion, I 
have submitted the matter concerning the 
proper labeling of whisky under the pure food 
law to the department of justice. I inclose 
the attorney genéral’s opinion. I-agree with 
this opinion, and direct that action be taken 
in accordance with it. 

' Straight whisky will be labeled as such.. 

“(aA mixttire of two or more straight 

whiskies will be labeled blended whisky or 
whiskies.

GUARDING STATE INTERESTS. 

The message sent to the legislature by 
Goy, Deneen in connection with the gea- 
eral subject of the deep waterway con- 
‘tains recomimendations which should re- 
ceive. prompt and favorable attention 
from the lawmakers of the state. If the 
plans ‘for the deep waterway should be 
-realized:it will mean the creation of valn- 
able water power at certain points on 
the Illinois river. The revenue possibly 
available from such water power sould 
be secured for the state rather than be 
suffered to pass into the pockets of: pri- 
vate individuals or corporations. — 

> take the necessary steps to. this 
end the governor recommends the enlarge- 
ment of the powers of the canal com- 
missioners so that they may have charge 
of the development, use, and distribution 
of the water power. He also proposes 
that a law be passed which wil? forbid 
pfivate parties to construct dams for 
creation of water power unjess they have 
a permit from the governor, to be signed 
onthe recommendation of the canal com- 
missioners and on payment of a satisfac- 
tory compensation to the state for the 
privileges secured. 

Legislation is needed also to enlarge 
the powers of the sanitary district to the 
end that additional valuable water power 
may be created, The trustees of the sani- 
tary district and the canal commission- 
ers, says the governor, should be author 
ized to make satisfactory terms and con- 
ditions respecting the acquisition by the 
former of the rights of the LDllinois and 
Michigan canal. 

In a word, the legislation recommended 
is designed to remove. obstacles in the 
way-of the construction of a deep water- 
way by the United States government, 
The work of the internal improvement 
commission of Illinois is praised and the 
continuance of this body is urged in order 
that there may be a complete report on 
‘the possibilities connected with the de- 
velopment of the whter resources of the 
commonwealth, The different states of 


the value.of natural resources. In order 
that there may be intelligent action in. 
coming years it is essential that the in- 
formation ‘be gained for the collection of 
which the commission was created. The 
report of the work done thus far is so 
encouraging that the continuance of the 
study is a matter of course. It is to be 
hoped that the members of the legislature 
will be quick; to.act on the governor's 
recommendations. 


THE LESLIE VERDICT. 

. The verdict of the jury in the case of 
the murderers of Mrs. Leslie is a surprise 
to the public. There was no question of 
the guilt of the men. There seemed to 
be no extenuating circumstances. One of 
the men attempted subornation’ of perjury 
to account for his possession of diamonds 
which were really those of the murdered 
woman, Whichéver of the two commit- 
ted the crime, both were present at -the 
time and were equally guilty. 

The only reason which can be assigned 
for the action of the jury is the claim of 
the defendants that the confession of one 
of them was procured by brutality on the 
part of the police. The applicatian of 
“the third degree” has often been re- 
sorted to by the police with success, but 
the general public does not take kindly to 
the idea of confessions extorted by the 
thumbscrew, the rack,-the knout, or thelr 
equivalents. When the police learm the 
lesson that even confessed criminals have 
rights which must be respected and that 
the use of torture to make suspected men 
confess awakens sympathy for them in 
the minds of a jury, it will be easier to 
secure the application. of the extreme 
penalty of the law. The police were 
naturally exasperated by the consclous- 
ness of their first blunder in insisting upon 
a verdict of suicide in a room locked on 
the outside, but, allowing for some exag- 
geration in the defendants’ account of 
their treatment, the means opted to 
make up for the earlier mistake were not 
legitimate. : 

If ‘this hypothesis is correct, the jury 
spared the life of two murderers because 
they had once spent an uncomfortable 
hour or two in the hands of the police, 
Admitting that the police were wrong, 
| the jury seems to have attached an undue 
weight to those ‘untomfortable hours in 
fixing the penalty. One of the men will 
be released after -eight years and three 
months’ imprisonment, with. allowance for 
good behavior. This is little for one of 
the most cold blooded and atrociogs mur- 
ders of the year. The jury had a perfect 
right. to come to the decision it reached, 
but it exercised this right in a way which 
the public has a right to regret. 


GERMANY AND THE TARIFF. 

The temporary tariff arrangement 
agreed upon by the American and Ger 
man governments is to be submitted to 
the reichstag for approval. Jf the ap- 
proval shall be given there will be peace 
for a time.

SAFETY OR ECONOMY. 

It fs reported that in anticipation of 
a nine hour law going into effect in Iowa 
one of the railroads in that state has 
already closed many of its smaller tele- 
graph offices, removing the operators to 
the larger towns. This is a backward step. 
While there is:a growing feeling that 
fatalities On the railroads of this coun- 
try are too numerous and that increased 
measures of safety should be adopted, this 
railroad, if correctly reported, is lessen- 
ing its passengérs’ chances of a safe ar- 
rival at their journey’s end. It prefers a 
short sighted economy to the greater as- 
surance of safety which the act limiting 
the hours of work was intended to secure, 

There are many small stations in the 
country where the profits from passengers 
and freight do not pay the cost of main- 
tenance. There is a reason for the ex- 
istence of these stations apart from the 
needs of the local traffic. It is mecessary 
often to send orders to a train on ac- 
count of accidents or other causes of de- 
lay. It is often necessary for a train to 
report and ask for orders. In ‘limiting 
the hours of telegraphers to nine it was 
intended to provide that there should a)- 
ways be on hand in railroad telegraph 
offices men who were wide awake, on 
the alert, their senses not dulled by over- 
work. The accident in COolorado last 
year, which was due to an operator hav- 
ing nodded after several hours’ overtime, 
and other accidents due to similar causes, 
suggested and justified the law. But to 
leave no operator at al] in the station is 
a remedy worse than the trouble. 

It will undoubtedly put a serious bur- 
den upon the railroads to require them to 
increase their telegraphing force, but an” 
accident destroying locomotives, cars, and 
a score of lives would cost more than the 
salaries of the telegraphers. Absolute 
safety should be the first object aimed at 
by the directors of a railroad. Especially 
at the present time the public is in no 
mood to tolerate any action on the part 
of the railroads which, for the sake of 
cheapness, makes traveling less safe than 
it is at present. Little towns have a rea- 
gon to complain when their telegraph of- 
fices are closed and it is impossible to 
learn whether trains are on time or not, 
but the large cities are just as much in- 
terested in the question. 

It is possible that a more general use of 
the long distance telephone on railroads 
would do away to a great extent with 
telegraphers, but even a telephone mes- 
sage requires some one to hear It. Sta- 
tions at convenient distances should be 
open so long as trains are running.

attended the funeral at St. Petersburg of the 
old Scotch woman who had deen their nurse 
in childhood, tramping for nearly two miles 
through the streets in the snow behind her 
remains. 


r ( Fe has not recovered from the 
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Queen Helena of Italy has English nurses 
for her three little children, who talk English 
perfectly. Queen Wilhelmina of Holland had 
first an English: nurse and then an Eng- 
lish governess, and English nurses are even 
to be found at Cairo caring for the young 
children of the khedive in spite of the ill will 
towards England, with which he Is credited. 

This predilection for English, or Scotch, 
hurses on the part of foreign royalty is at- 
tributable in the first place to the fact that 
English nurses are regarded as more reli- 
able, more possessed of independence, com- 
mon sense, and principles of infant sanita- 
tion than women of the same clase of any 
other nationality, Then, 1.00, Scotch women 
are famed throughout Europe for the pe- 
cullar sweetness of tone of their voices. A 
sweet toned voice is one of the greatest 
charms of men, and especially pf women, 
and the influencing of the voice in childhood 
by this means is held by royalty to be of con- 
siderable importance. 

English and Scotch women of the class 
from which the nurses are recruited make 
a point, too, partly through national pride 
and partly through racial distrust of the for- 
eigner, of holding themselves aloof from the 
other servants, and are therefore less likely 
to become a party to intrigues or conspiracies 
than natives. In one word, they are regarded 
as more trustworthy, and are usually not 
only loyal but even devoted to their employ- 
ers.

are of royal or imperial rank with the utmost 
kindness and consideration, paid well, yet 
not extravagantly, while in service, pen- 
sioned and loaded with gifts when their task 
ig atan end, and always retained in friendly 
and grateful remembrance.

The late Queen Victoria was 
always a warm champion of their cause and 
of that of the nurses. For, writing in 
**Leaves from My Life in the Highlands,”’ 
or one of her other books, I forget which, she 
says: “How people can treat with disre- 
spect, unkindness, and neglect those te whom 
they intrust the care and training of their 
children is a thing which I cannot under- 
stand.”’ 

One of the first things Queen Victoria did 


‘after succeeding to the throne was to per- 


suade her brother-in-law, Duke Ernest of 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha, to confer the title of 
baroness upon Mile. Lehzen, who had been 
her governess through childhood, and with 
whom she remained until the end of the old 
lady’s life on terms of the most affectionate 
intimacy. 

And in the same way the sisters of the 
present emperor of Germany and the daugh- 
ters of King Edward, long after they had 
grown up, remained close,and intimate 
friendr,gof their respective governesses. 

Mile. de Perpignan, who visited this coun- 
try some years ago, was the governess of all 
the kaiser’s sisters, while Mile. Vauthier, the 
governess of King Edward's daughters, re- 
mained on as their companion after they had 
completed their education, and was married 
from Marlborotgh house to county magnate 
and landed proprietor in the west of England, 
the king and queen and their entire family 
being present at the wedding, while Queen 
Alexandra and her daughters furnished the 
trousseau and pldced the orange blossoms 
in the hair and veil of Mile. Vauthier previ- 
ous to the marriage ceremony. 

There are no persons in the world who are 
more considerate and more delicate in their 
treatment of people in their employ than 
royal personages and the real old nobility. 
If employers whose ancestry is as recent as 
the origin of their wéalth would only take 
this to heart and show the same eagerness 
to ape those illustrious personages in this as 
in other things, much unhappiness, sorrow, 
and mortification needlessly inflicted might 
be spared.

These signs date from the time when Lon- 
don streets were still unnumbered, an@ when 
the leading bankers and merchants had their 
distinguishing signs, some of the older es- 
tablished of them atil) retaining these signs 
as an indication of the age of their firm. 

The Hoare family likewise embarked in 
brewing, and what between this and bank- 
ing it succeeded in amassing great wealth, 
much territorial influence, ang last but not 
least, three baronetcies, held by Sir Henry 
Hoare, Sir Samuel Hoare, and Sir Sidney 
Hoare, respectively. 

The chief of the family and the holder of 
the oldest baronetcy, created in 1786, is, of 
course, Sir Henry Hoare of Stourhead. 
Stourhead isa magnificent place in Wiltshire, 
and although partly destroyed by fire some 
years ago now has been restored in keeping 
with the original designs of the mansion. 
The latter is a massive building, in the Italian 
style, occupying the site of an ancient Saxon 
castle, of which the foundation and some of 
the walls remain, and that belonged to the 
noble house of Stourton, from the reign of 
King Richard II. until George I., when it 
was purchased by the Hoares, who built the 
present structure. The park is an immense 
and picturesque’ domain, dotted in several 
places with lakes formed by the river Stour, 
which runs through it. 
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As for Wadsworth Ritchie, it is hardly 
necessary to state that he is son of Mrs. 
John Adair of Rathdare and Glenveagh 
castle by her first marriage with Col. Ritchie 
of New York. Mrs. Adair is one of the Wads- 
worths of Genesee valley, and at her death 
it is probable that her son, Wadsworth 
Ritchie, w e first wife was a sister of J. | 
Stansbury Tooker of Newport, R. I., will in- 
herit her considerable possessions, which in- 
clude ranches in Texas, estates in Ireland, 
and a house in Curzon street, London, 

Glenveagh castle is a grand old place in 
County Donegal, built of gray stone, cas- 
tellated with embattied walls, and perched 
on a bleak wind swept cliff overlooking the 
sea at one of the most picturesque portions 
of the coast of Ireland. Many alterations 
and additions have been made from time to 
time, and it is now one of the most roomy 
and luxurious mansions of the Emerald Isle, 
and hae often been suggested ag eminently 
suitable for royal residence.

Seven thousand five hundred persons listen- 
ed to grand opera in the Auditorium yester- 
day, over 4,000 in the afternoon and close 
| vpon 3,500 at night. For the matinée there 
was not a seat from orchestra rail to back 
row in the uppermost gallery to be had. Peo- 
ple were offering double price for tickets 
when the performance began and could find 
no sellers. 
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The afternoon performance was one of the 
“a)l star’’ kind which the public dearly. loves, 
and proved to be a brilliant and enjoyable pre- 
sentment of Verdi's brilliant and enjoyable 
opera. It was the evening which contained 
greatest interest for the music lover, how- 
ever, and was productive of the keener pleas- 
ure. It afforded the first opportunity for 
the hearing of Puccini's ‘‘Mme. Butterfly * 
in Italian, and also brought before the Chi- 
cago public for the first time Miss Geraldine 
Farrar, a young countrywoman of ours, who 
in the last few years has come to be highly 
spoken of in Europe and latterly in the east 
as having talent of uncommon order. 

To hear “ Mme. Butterfly ’’ in Italian’ is in 
itself no reason for any wild excitement, 
save for such people as believe that any- 
thing done in a foreign tongue must of necés- 
sity be better than anything that is given in 
English. There is a large class of music 
lovers and concertgoers who the moment 
phey find they can understand what is being 
sung conclude it must be bad. Intelligibility 
is to them the only unfailing sign of merit.

We have had “ Mme. Butterfly ” presented 
here in English by Mr. Savage’s organiza- 
tion, and in most admirable and commenda- 
bly artistic manner. The performance last 
evening was therefore not needed in order to 
familiarize us with the values of the opera 
itself, but it took on especial interest through 
the fact that the production both as regards 
its musical and its pictorial and dramatic 
features was prepared under the direction of 
the composer, Puccini, himself, and therefore 
bore the stamp of his authority. 

Nothing eseentially different from the 
Savage presentation was disclosed, however. 
The mounting was similar in both instances, 
the larger spaces of the Auditorium permit- 
ting a handsomer picture for the first act 
+ than was possible in the one given in the 
confines of a smaller stage. But the set- 
ting itself was mo more beautiful, and as re- 
gards detail of background was not so com- 
plete... The second act enframement was vir- 
tually the same, and nothing new in stage 
business or arrangement was discovered. 

There was an inexcusable and stupid blun- 
der made last night in stage management. 
The curtain descends on the second act with 
Butterfly, and Suzuki, and the child watching 
afthe shosi, and with some half dozen stand- 
ing lanterns burning on thestage. Whenthe 
curtain rises on the next act—or the latter 
half of the same act as Puccini has it—the 
setting and positions of everything should 
be exactly the same. But an industrious and 
unthinking management has shifted the lan- 
terns about the stage and thus smashed 
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most effectively the illusion that the iInter- 
mission had represented a night of ceaseless 
and tireless watching by Butterfly. Such 
stupidities in stage direction are not infre- 
quent in the Conried organization, but they 
are irritating amd inexcusable none the less. F

Interest im the début of Miss Farrar was 
genuine, and it was rewarded most pleas- 
antly. Our young countrywoman is one of 
whom we well may be proud if her work 
last evening may be taken as a proof of her 
capabilities. Hers is unmistakably that 
which the Germans call a stage talent.

Springfield, Til., April 10.—[Special.}—The 
employment agency bill, which is designed 
to afford protection to the unemployed seek- 
ing work, was passed by the house today by 
a vote of 79 to 22 after a hard fight on the part 
of the employment agencies to put it out of 
business. 

The last stratagem tried by the opponents 
of the measure nearly did the work, and 
probably would have involved it in complica- 
tions from which it might not have got loose 
if Representative Ton’s watchfulness had not 
discovered the trick. By manipulation in the 
enrolling and engrossing department the 
title of the bill was changed so as to inval- 
idate the entire act if it had been passed in 
the shape in which the clerks of this depart- 
ment wrote it. 

The title is “A bill for an act regulating 
private employment agencies.”’ In engross- 
ing the word “ employment ’”’ was dropped 
out and the title made meaningtess and void, 
thus invalidatingfthelact if it had been adopt- 
ed in that shape. 

Mr. Ton was about to call the measure up 
on its passage when he discovered this trick 
and had the bill sent back to the enrolling 
and engrossing department, where it had 
been held up for three weeks. In its proper 
shape it came back and was put on passage,

URGES CHANGE IN CONSTITUTION 


E. Allen Frost Says Illinois Can Get Im- 
provement in Its Taxation Laws 
in No Other Way. 


“ A change in our state constitution will be 
necesgary for the improvement of our pres- 
ent tax laws,” E. Allen Frost told members 
of the Ways and means committee of the 
Chicago Commercial association in the Great 
Northern hotel yesterday. He spoke on 
*‘Improvement of Tax Laws of Illinojg.” 

* We should have a constitution,” he gaid, 
“that will give to the people of Illinois rem- 
edies for all evils of a public nature. We 
are now operating under a constitution that 
has not been changed regarding taxation 
since 1848. 

“The state also must have its separate 
source of revenue. New York hag $30,000,000 
each year, Pennsylvania has $26,000,000, and 
Illinois, with as great importance, struggles 
along with only $7,000,000. In New York one 
half of licenses gotothe state. In Wisconsin. 
all railroad tax goes tothe state. In Penn- 
sylivania real estate, personal property, and 
household goods taxes go to the state. In 
Illinois we commence fighting the assessor 
and keep it up through the various channels 
until the higher courts are reached. Then 
we do not oftentimes get what is equitable.” 


providing for the appointment of a commis- 
sioner of esnployme nt agencies, who shall 
have authority to refuse a license to a person 
of undesirable character, it being hoped that 
in this way the standard of employment agen- 
cies can be improved.

LEASE QUARTERS FOR CLUB. 


Local Branch of International Geneva 
Organization to Follow Plan Used in 
Other Cities. 


The Chicago section of the International 
Geneva club, an international organization 
of hotel waiters, stewards, and chefs, has 
leased the hotel pfoperty at 1-3 North Clark 
street and wl esfablish club headquarters 
for the Chicago branch there after May 1. 
The club will be operated in pursuance with 
the pla~s and methcds of the other branches 
in European and American cities. It will be 
coUperative and will have no connection with 
any waiters’ or labor union. 

The Chicago section will also be known as 
the Universal Hotel and Restaurant Em- 
ployés’ association, which name was adopted 
upon the organization of the branch three 
years ago to enable the association to adopt 
articles of incorporation. But the connec- 
tion with. the International Geneva club will 
be maintained and members of any Amer- 
ican or European branch of the organization 
will be entitled to the privileges upon pres- 
entation of their original membership cer- 
tificate. 

Besides the living rooms there will be a bil- 
liard room, a HMbrary, and an auditorium, 
where amateur theatricals and Sunday con- 
certs will be given. A small roof garden will 
also be fitted up.

ECONOMY POWER CUTT OFF | 
TO AID SEACH FOR BODIES. 


Flow in Drainage Canal Checked on Re- 
quest from Ottawa, Ill.—Joliet Cor- 
poration’s Objections Unheeded. 


The Economy Light and Power company 
of Joliet protested in vain. yesterday at the 
checking of the flow of water in the drain- 
age canal. The flow was reduced to enable 
the authorities at Ottawa, Ill, to search 
for the bedies of four persons who were 
drowned in the Illinois river Monday. 

Chief Engineer Randolph was instructed 
to be careful in reducgmg the flow so that 
the Chicago river would not flow into the 
lake while the gates at Lockport were raised. 
Shortly after the gates had been adjusted 
the Econemy, company, which uses the flow 
in the channel to obtain power, complained 
to President McCormick, but he paid no at- 
tention to the objection. 

“The recovery of the bodies Is of far more 
importance than the profits of a private cor- 
poration, in my opinion,’’ said President Mc- 
Cormick. ‘‘ The flow has been reduced de- 
spite the objections of the Economy Light 
and Power company and will not be in- 
creased again until a reasonable time has 
elapsed for the finding of the four bodies.”’

Berry’s Act Gaveled to Second

Springfield, T1!., April 10.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator H. H. Evans’ license committee took 
another serious thought om the local option 
situation today and again voted to report 
out the bill which it reported out yesterday 
and afterwards pulled back. 

The purpose ‘which this committee local 
option bill is to serve is obvious. It repre-

Senator Berry, as per schedule, put his local 
option méasure to its second reading in the 
senate today without reference to the com- 
mittee.

The Berry bill is acceptable to the Anti- 
Saloon league in that it permits a vote in 
tawnships, and im that it contains nearly all 
of the minor provisions of the original anti- 
The Evans bill is obnoxious to 
the league. 

The manner in which Mr. Berry put his 
bill on second reading and avoided commit- 
ment to Mr. Evans’ committee was illu- 
minating. He introduced his measure and 
asked that it go to second reading without 
reference. Senator Humphrey made im- 
mediate and vociferous objection, but while 
he was doing so Mr. Pemberton called fora 
viva voce vote on the question of suspension. 

There were two shouts of about equal vol- 
ume, one affirmative and one negative. Mr. 
Pemberton declared the motion to suspend, 
which required a two-thirds vote, carried.

Local grain men are much interested ina 
bill which is reported to have been introduced 
in the Illinois legislature taking the power 
to issue licenses to regular class “‘A’’ grain 
warehouses from the Circuit court, where it 
is now vested, and putting it in the hands of 
the railroad and warehouse commission.

Small Amount of Business Done and 
Price Movements Indicate Public 
Is Not Takihg Part in Deals—Level 
of Quotations, After Fluctuating 
Up and Down Throughout the Day, 
Little Changed from Previous Clos- 
ing at End of Session. , 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, April 10.—{Special.]—The 
small amount of transactions and the move- 
ments in prices in the stock exchange today 
indicated that the market still is in the 
hands of the profesisonals and that no out- 
side interest is being taken in the dealings. 
The trading was confined in a narrow range 
of issues and@ there were no heavy offerings 
or bids. 

The prices varied throughout the day, heing 
far below yesterday's closing at times, and 
at others far above, but the level on the end 
of the day's session showed but little net 
change. 

With no selling pressure on the market, the 
room traders found it easy to advance prices 
as a result of their own limited buying and 
bidding up, but the futility of the process 
was demonstrated when they attempted a re- 
gale to take profits, prices retracing the 
previous course. . 

The spirit of caution reflected in the dimin- 
ishing activity of the market is generally 
attributed to a distrust of the permanence 
or genuineness of the present existing condi- 
tions in the money market. 

The suspicion on this point fs due to certain 
discrepancies in the rates charged for money. 

The present ease of rates for call loans at 
the stock exchange and for time loans in 
Wall street obviously are not affecting the 
rates paid by railroads for accommodation 
on a largescale, Last week’sexample of the 
Erie note issue was supplemented by the 
sale, announced today, of $6,160,000 of three 
year 5 per cent notes by the Wabash. The 
terms were not officially announced, but 
were understood to represent little relaxation 
from the rates recently in force for such 
flotations. 

It is pointed out, also, that banks are glad 
to purchase the highest grade of mercan- 
tile paper at 6 per cent or above, thus serv- 
ing to give a fictitious apeparance to the 
time money rates. 

A reduction in the Bank of England dis- 
count rate is quite confidently expected to- 
morrow, as the open market rate has fallen 
more than 1 per cent below the bank rate 
and the central institution has made large 
additions to its reserve during the last week. 
The Paris market, however, persistently 
maintains a skeptical view of the adequacy 
of present money market supplies to sus- 
tain any prolonged ease of money.
